Municipal Judges Disposed of 43,180 
Cases During Past Year 

Boston, Oct, 5.—The total number 
of cases handled by Boston municipal 
court for the court year ending Sept. 
according to the court 
report issucd last evening. This is a 
decrease of 60 frem the 44,140 cases 
handled in the previous year. 

Drunkenness had 31,358 cases. 
Larceny had 2476. Results of some 
of the police crusades are apparent. 
TRere were only eighty-five “spitting” 
cases in court in 1910, but in 1911 the 
courts passed on 772 cases.

Turks In Tripoli Show White 
Flag of Surrender 


VIGTORS LANDING 4,000 MEN 


Defenses Silenced Upon Resumption 

of Bombardment—Sultan’s Gunners 

Poor Shots, While Warships Escape 
| Engagement Unharmed— Report 
That italy Demands surrender of 
| Tripoli and Payment of $12,000,000 
| Rome, Oct. 5.—The city of Tri- 
| poli was surrendered to the Italian 
war fleet under Admiral Aubrey by 
the acting Turkish governor general, 
Bessim Bey, after a terrific bombard- 


| fications to a mass of ruins and the 
| Turkish garrison, which had made a 
| second stand on the heights above the 
city, had been routed by shells 
charged with shrapnel. 

The bombardment yesterday was a 
| continuation of that of Tuesday. From 
| 3:39 until sunset Tuesday afternoon 
jthe cannon on Aubrey’s warship 
| pounded the Turkish fortifications in 
}the harbor until more than half of 
| them were in ruins. 

Yesterday the work of destruction 
was completed by the Italian cannon 
land the Turks driven from the town 
| were forced to surrender it to their 
|foes. This puts Italy in formal pos- 
| session of the city and paves the way, 
\it is believed, to peace negotiations. 
| The fire of the Italian ships, when 
/the bombardment ‘was resumed, was 
| deadly in its accuracy, and the 
| heavier outer forts of the Turkish 
| garrison were soon in ruins. 
| The Turks then removed their guns 


!to the heights above the town and re- | 


| opened fire. The Italian ships replied 
| with shrapnel, which sent the Turks 
{tiying in all directions and caused 
|/their commander to order the white 
| flag of surrender to be run up. 

| When this dispatch was sent the 
fleet was preparing to land a force of 
the city. 

| News of the surrender came to 
Rome by wireless from Aubrey, on 
board the flagship Giuseppe Garibaldi, 
}and when the news was Officially an-

went wild with enthusiasm. 

With Tripoli in the hands of the 
| Itallans, it is now believed that the 
| ‘Turks will not try to hold out longer, 
jand will accede to the demands of 
!Italy, unless other powers intervene 
to save Turkey trom this humiliation. 

The Italians were surprised that 
}the Turks put up such a spirited re- 

sistance. It is believed that many of 
the Turkish soldiers were killed. The 
| garrison was composed of men who 
j had practically been banished from 
Turkey. It was a half starved, rag- 
|ged army. About all the pay they got 
was two loaves of bread a day, one 
'of which they sold to obtain spend- 
ing money. 

Still, they declined to surrender, 
even when they must bave known that 
to fight back was uesless, if not fool- 
ish. 

The Italian warships did not use 
their heaviest guns in bombarding Tri- 
poli, as they were considered un- 
necessary. The Italians fired con- 
certed volleys at long intervals, ex- 
| pecting between each volley to see 

the white flag run up. The Italian 
{gunners showed excellent marksman- 
/ship. As the Turks showed no sign 
of hoisting the white flag,-.the firing 
from the warships became more 
rapid. Destroyers patrolled the offing 
'to seaward to prevent the Italian fleet 
being surprised by Turkish warships. 
| he first shot was fired by Admiral 
Aubrey’s flagship, the Giuseppi Gari- 
baldi. The shot struck the governor 
general’s palace, almost reducing it 
to ruin. The two Turkish forts im- 
mediately replied. The Turkish gun- 
ners were evidently excited, for their 
shots all went wild.

The last resident governor of the 
Hudson Bay company, he was ap- 
pointed in 1870 a member of the first | 
executive committee of Northwest 
Territory, and subsequently became a 
Canadian legislator. 

He is a director general in several 
railway companies, is president of the 
Sank of Montreal, and holds several 
degrees honorary from universities. 
In 1897 he was given the rank of 
baron.

FLORIDA HAS STRINGENT LAW 


Indications That Efforts Will Be Made 
to Break It by Running Blockade— | 
Fruits Shipped Green and Left to 
Ripen Naturally Not Under the! 


Ban—Close Watch Is_ Being Kept | 


For Illegal Cargoes 


Washington, Oct. 10.—The bufeau 
of chefnistry has been requested to, 
exercise its vigilance to prevent in- | 
terstate shipments of artificially | 
ripened fruits. Complaints come} 
from legitimate growers in Florida, 
California and other states where 
fruit growing is a specialty and are 
directed against the practice of 50 


“sweating” green truits, like bananas 
and citrus fruits, that their skins 
take on the golden hue of richness 


while the fruit itself remains unfit 
for consumption. 

Florida about a year ago passed a@ 
stringent law forbidding the exporta- 
tion of unripe fruit. This law has | 
been rigorously enforced and it is 
said that only three or four ¢arloads | 
of the forbidden fruit has left the | 
staté for Boston, New York and other 
northern markets. 

The story reaches Washington to- | 
day, however, that a serious attempt

It is not a crime under the food and 
drugs act to ship unripe fruit, nor in 
fact is green fruit like bananas, 
oranges and apples a contraband 
article of commerce. Fruits of this 
kind shipped green and left to ripen 
naturally are wholesome and not un- 
der the ban. Neither can the federal | 
government act where fruits are 
“processed” and sold only within the 
where the artificial ripening is 


done. 

For instance, a shipment of fruit 
from Kilorida which had been pro- 
cessed in Massachusetts could not be 
penalized in that state unless it were

It is believed that with the sharp 
agents, aided as they are by | 
conform to the law, shipments of un- 
fruits will be reduced to a 
minimum.

This means that the granite used in 
the improvements will probably come 
from Maine, because the freightage by 
water will cost less from Maine to 
Boston harbor than it would cost by | 
rail from Quincy to Boston. This is a | 
lamentable state of affairs when it is | 
known that millions of tons of granite | 
that could be used for the harbor im- 
provements are lying around the quar- 
ries in Quincy.

PRISON STRIPES. 

The recent announcement that At- 
lanta federal jail is to give up the 
habit of costuming prisoners in 
stripes is one of the many changes 
taking place in prison methods. 

Lawmakers and _ prison officials 
have tried a wide range of methods 
of dealing with criminals. Some men 
now living can recall the days when 
the jail at Simsbury, Ct, used to 
chain the prisoners’ feet to iron bars 
and their heads to iron beams, the 
quarters reeking with filth. 

At the other extreme are the prisons 
of Japan, where the criminals are 
paid for their work, and given such a 


happy time that they often return 
voluntarily. The Japanese idea of 
prison clothing is blue and brown 


kimonos of comfortable appearance. 

Warden T. J. Tynan of. Colorado 
State Prison, a notable figure among} 
modern keeps his 
men in stripes for six months. After 
that he takes off the hated badge of 
degradation. 

“If you will give me a square deal,” | 
he then says. “I'll giv@ you one. Be 
honest to me and yourself.” 

Then he puts his men in olive green | 
khaki, and takes them out to the} 
prison camps, where they labor on the 
road without armed guards. The men 
thrive physically, and do good work. 
Recently some free men have been 
employed on road jobs near by, and 
Tynan’s convicts beat the free men 
both on the quality of their work and 
at base ball.

RED HATS COME 
TO AMERICANS 


‘Three Are Designated For Ele- 
vation to Cardinalate 


DCONNELL IS AMONG THEM 


Boston Archbishop, Whose Rise Has 
Been Rapid, the Youngest Among 
Large Number Honored by Pope— 
Farley and Falconi Will Bring Num- 
ber of American Prelates In Sacred 
College Up to Four 


30.—Most Rev. Wil- 
iam H. O’Cannell, archbishop of 
Boston; Most Rev. J. M. Farley, 
archbishop of New York, and Mer. 
Diomede Falconio, apostolic dele- 
gate in the United States, are among 
2 large number of prelates who will 
| be created cardinals by Pope Pius at 
| the consistory to be held Nov. 27. 
Sixteen other prelates will receive the 
red hat at the same time. 

Both the announcement of a con- 

sistory and the names of those who 
are to be elevated to the cardinalate 
caused much surprise here. The in- 
tentions of the pope were kept en- 
tirely private, the general absorption 
| in the war aiding materially to main- 
| tain the secrecy. 
The selection of the new cardinals 
| is the subject of interesting comment, 
| owing chiefly to the recognition the 
United States has received. That 
country has been granted three red 
hats, which will gradually become a 
kind of acquired right for the Ameri- 
can episcopacy. Mer. Falconto is an 
| American citizen, and with Cardinal 
| Gibbons and Archbishops Farley and 
O'Connell will bring the number of 
American prelates in the sacred col- 
; lege up to four. 

The elevation of Farley has caused 
a generally excellent impression be- 
cause, besides his eminent qualities, 
he is head of cne of the most import- 
ant Catholic centres of the world. 
| Archbishop O'Connell, who is very 
| popular in Rome. is the youngest 
| among the new cardinals. 

It is stated that soon the American 
cardinals will be further increased so 
as to give the west a representative 
' in the senate of the church. For the 
first time since the rupture with 
France cardinals have been selected 
from that country. The four named; 
| added to the three already existing, 
| make a full complement for France. 

Portugal, on the other hand, has 
not been recognized, Mgr. Bello, 
| patriarch of Lisbon, having failed to 
receive the red hat, indicating that 
the pope considers that the rupture of 
| the concordat with that country must 
have a retroactive effect. Bello, who |
